The OPCW was founded 
m 1997 to implement the 
Chemical Weapons Conven¬ 
tion signed on January 13, 
1993 . 

The convention is 1 one of 
the mast successful non-pro¬ 
liferation agreements in his¬ 
tory," said Kail Dewey, a 
London-based expert with de¬ 
fence consultancy IHS Jane's.

The National Academy of Sci¬ 
ences disagrees, but die rejec¬ 
tion of textbooks by one school 
board can hinder its purchase 
and distribution among others. 

Those attending die CREF 
event on Aruba would cer¬ 
tainly agree how counter-pro¬ 
ductive this attitude is towards 
educating the next generation 
on necessary habits for pre¬ 
serving die environment, and 
the threat that climate change 
poses. Much of the discussion 
at CREF is the practicalities of 
weaning away from oil as an 
energy source, amply for the 
economic dilemma and disas¬ 
ter continued oil dependence 
poses for Caribbean nations 
with limited resources The 
change to renewable, "clean" 
energy sources is a pragmatic 
one to a great extent, with the 
added value of reducing the 
carbon faotprint and hop efully, 
turning around the greenhouse 
effect that is melting polar ice 
caps and important glaciers 

Island nations, not only in 
the Caribbean, have greater 
concerns regarding the steady 
rise m temperature of the at¬ 
mosphere and have tangibly 
experienced the consequences. 
Rising sea levels are eroding 
beaches, one of their most im¬ 
portant economic assets. Ex¬ 
ceptionally high sea surface 


temperatures kill another asset 
the reefs., which are also habi¬ 
tats to not only a tourist attrac¬ 
tion, but a vital element of the 
locally harvested food supply. 
Those warmer waters also con¬ 
tribute to the larger, more in¬ 
tense summer storms that can 
do so much damage to pro¬ 
perty, cost lives, and disrupt 
economies 

Three of the visiting offi¬ 
cials were invited to the stage 
an Thursday morning, during 
the opening ceremonies of the 
CREF 2013 at the Westin Re¬ 
sort m Palm Beach, for a "Mi¬ 
nisters' Debate." They were 
Minister of Environment & 
Housing, The Bahamas, 
Kcured Dorsett, Minister of 
Science, Technology, Energy 
and Mining, Jamaica, Phillip 
Paul well and Saint. Lucia's 
Minister for die Public Service, 
Sustainable Development, En¬ 
ergy, Science and Technology 
Dr. James Fletcher Moderating 
the debate was the President of 
the Carbon War Room and for¬ 
mer President of Costa Rica, 
Jose Maria Figueres Mr. 
Figueres described the partici¬ 
pants has “having portfolios 
that are extremely relevant and 
strategic to tins discus non." 

A focal point of the discus¬ 
sion was the impact of in¬ 
creased and more efficient 


mining of gas on the process of 
switching over to "clean" re¬ 
newable energy methods. Mr 
Figueres noted "We live in a 
world tliat continues to send us 
contradictory signals with re¬ 
spect to the future we wish to 
move towards. On the one 
side, in 2011, the world spent 
1523 billion on fossil fuel sub¬ 
sidies, almost $2 billion a day 
In 2012 the world spent $674 
billion in finding and develop¬ 
ing oil and gas alternatives 
Only yesterday the president 
of the OACD, said "We need 
to achieve Eero emissions from 
fossil fuel sources by die sec¬ 
ond half of the 21st century - 
only 40 years away" 

Gas is much cleaner bur¬ 
ning than coal, which is the 
cheapest and dirtiest, or oil, 
with its continually rising costs 
and volatile market, but still 
leaves a footprint. For many 
governments and administra¬ 
tors, the most immediate issue 
is keeping the cost Df energy 
affordable for its businesses 
and citizenry, reducing emis¬ 
sions is a strong concern, but 
not the primary concern, just 
yet Peter Boyd, COO of the 
Carbon War Room explained 
in Ins opening address that, it 
takes 76 S grams of C02 to 
generate $1 of GDP in the 
world today. If we are to look 
at die trends of using popula¬ 
tion and income centers, while 
attempting to keep climate sta¬ 
ble at 102 degrees, (still pretty 
warm) the number of C02 
generated we need to achieve 
to stem the warming trend is 6 
grams 11 We need to act quickly 
and boldly," he advised the 
CREF delegates 

When asked if gas is chang¬ 
ing the equation in their re¬ 
spective countries, all three 
ministers admitted that they 
expect LNG will likely be a 
factor they cannot ignore in 
keeping the cost of running a 
country and doing business af¬ 
fordable. Minister Dorsett 
stated, "The cast of kwh is .42 
cents in Tire Bahamas, incred¬ 


ibly high It is a burden on the 
back of businessmen and peo¬ 
ple. While we have been talk¬ 
ing of reducing die cost of 
energy and employing renew¬ 
ables, no significant action has 
been taken We believe that 
looking to natural gas can be 
game-changing for us, it is a 
cleaner fuel " 

Jamaica's Minister Paul well 
conceded that Ins country also 
wrestles with a similar cost of 
kwh He explained that a new 
government in Jamaica is at¬ 
tempting to implement policy, 
which "at the core, is based on 
diversification . We have been 
dependent on diesel for many 
years, using very old, anti¬ 
quated equipment. We have 
decided to transform our base 
fuel to gas. A new and more ef¬ 
ficient plant, capable of pro¬ 
ducing megawatts is now in 
process, which is expected to 
go online by the end of 2D 16." 

Dr Fletcher asserted that 
"gas energy balances the equa¬ 
tion a little better I wouldn't 
say changes it completely, be¬ 
cause I wouldn't want gas to 
keep us from what should be 
our objective, which really, 
ideally, is a pathway that al¬ 
lows us to significantly reduce 
our carbon footprint, reducing 
our use of fossil fuels...gas 
does allow us to bum a 
"cleaner" fossil fuel, but it still, 
a re cent re co gmze d rep ort td 1 s 
us the effects Df C02 on :li- 
mate change are worse and 


happening faster than was 
originally projected 1 do not 
consider turning to gas as the 
answer to the problem, it is an 
immediate tool to reduce or 
cost of energy, but we should 
be looking at wind and solar 
technologies, with hydro; these 
are the methods to wean our¬ 
selves from fossil fuels and 
give us the energy independ¬ 
ence we require." 

CREF has welcomed 
dozens of highly placed offi¬ 
cials from across the 
Caribbean attending the event, 
but their concerns over the 
continually rising cost of oil 
and the threat of' climate 
change are based on very tan¬ 
gible, pragmatic evidence they 
witness and live with daily. Dr. 
Fletcher cited witnessing the 
lo ss of b eachfront due to rising 
sea levels, and the subsequent 
loss of businesses that rely on 
that valuable asset, eroding not 
only tire land, but the economy 

For Caribbean islands, and 
many other such small nations 
across the globe, in the Pacific 
and Indian Oceans, climate 
change is not an unproven the¬ 
ory, it threatens their popula¬ 
tions Some have already made 
plans for evacuation proce¬ 
dures, and even concerned and 
observant individuals in 
Florida have reported the 
southern portions of the state 
will face this same dilemma 
withm a few decades.

Malala calls on world to make 
education top priority 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Malala Yousafzai, the Pakistani 
schoolgirl acti vise who has be¬ 
come a world champion of girls 1 
rights, called yesterday for the 
World Bank to make education 
its top priority. 

Seated on a stage with World 
Bank President Jim Yong Kim 
m a one-on-one presentation in 
Washington, the Id-year-old 
Malala delivered a poised, artic¬ 
ulate and impassioned plea for 
children's education 

Asked by Knn for her advice 
to the World Bank, Malala 
noted that organizations spend 
much of their money on health, 
AIDS and other pro grams "But 
I think all those organisations 
must malee education their top 
priority," she said. That focus 
would fight child labor, child 
trafficking poverty and AIDS 



Kim announced the World 
Bank was donating $20 D mil¬ 
lion to tire Malala Fund, a foun¬ 
dation she has launched to help 
girls around the world go to 
school and promote universal 
access to education 

Malala said that she decided 
to launch the fund because she 
needed to do "work on the 
ground" to promote education, 
in addition to speaking out 
about the issues. 

Malala was shot in the head 


by die Pakistani Taliban on Oc¬ 
tober 9, 2012, for speaking out 
against their ideology and has 
gone on to became a global am¬ 
bassador fur the light of all 'Chil¬ 
dren to go to school 

Asked by a girl in tire audi¬ 
ence how she lives a normal 
teenage life, Malala replied I 
have accepted this busy life for 
a reason die education of 
every child." 

On Thursday she wen die 
European Union's prestigious 
Sakharov human rights prize, 
drawing a fresh murder threat 
from the Taliban 

Tliat same day the World 
Bank's Kim called Malala "a 
powerful symbol of hope" at a 
news conference as World Bank 
and International Monetary 
Fimd annual meetings got un¬ 
derway

Around 50 dead in new 
shipwreck off Sicily 


ROME (AFP) - Around 5D 
migrants, including a dozen 
children, died yesterday when 
their boat sank between Malta 
and Sicily, the Italian news 
ag ency An sa rep arte d. 

The agency said 150 of the 
boat's passengers were rescued 
by a Maltese ship and another 
50 were saved by the Italian 
navy, a week after a similar in¬ 
cident off the Italian island of 
Lampedusa killed more than 
300 refugees. 

"The operation is in 
progress The navigational 
conditions are difficult, with 
strong wind," a Maltese navy 
spokesman told AFP. saying 
rescue boats and helicopters 
had been sent to the site around 
110 kilometers (7D miles) 
south of Malta and 100 kilo¬ 
metres south of Lampedusa 

Initial reports suggested the 
boat sank between Malta and 
Sicily. 

The migrants alerted the au¬ 
thorities using a satellite phone 
when the boat got into diffi¬ 


culty in Maltese waters close 
to tire Italian island of Lampe¬ 
dusa 

The boat capsized after 
those aboard attempted to 
catch the attention of a military 
aircraft surveying it by collect¬ 
ing at one end of the vessel, the 
Maltese navy said. 

Malta dispatched rescue 
ships and helicopters to help 
those aboard the stricken boat, 
and diverted commercial ves¬ 
sels from the area, while Italy 
sent helicopters and two naval 
vessels. 

Yesterday morning, Italian 
divers found another body 
from the refugee ship wreck 
last week off the coast of the 
island of Lampedusa, further 
raising the death toll in the 
tragedy that has cost more than 
300 lives 

Only 155 survivors were 
rescued out of an estimated 
500 people, most of them Er¬ 
itreans and Somalis, on the 
boat which departed from 
Libya.

a statement that the Nobel

The OPCW was not consi¬ 
dered among the front-runners 
for tire prize until the eve of the 
announcement. 

Teenage Pakistani educa¬ 
tion activist Malala Yousafzai 
and Congolese doctor Denis 
Mukwege had b eea among tire 
favourites for this year's prize. 

This marks the second con¬ 
secutive year an organisation 
has won the prestigious award

Facebook Kills Privacy Op¬ 
tion to Hide from Strangers 


--Facebook has quietly deleted 
a long-standing user privacy 
setting, removing one of the 
last obstacles to prevent com¬ 
plete strangers from finding 
each other on the pre-eminent 
social network. 

Until now, Facebook users 
have been able to limit people 
who search for them to 
"Friends" or "Friends of 
Fn ends." (The default setting is 
"Everyone.") In other words, 
John Smith was able to make 
sure that only people who had 
some degree of connection to 
him could search for his pres¬ 
ence on Facebook. 

Now, "Every on e J — more 
than a billion Facebook users 
— will be able to search for 
"Everyone" else, no questions 
asked 

Facebook Chef Privacy Of¬ 
ficer Michael Richter down¬ 


played the change m a com¬ 
pany blog posting yesterday 
(Oct 10) entitled Finishing the 
Removal of an Old Search Set¬ 
ting." He characterized the pri¬ 
vacy option as a vestige of a 
more primitive time, and one 
that was standing in the way of 
progress. 

"Tire setting was created 
when Facebook was a simple 
directory of profiles and it was 
very limited," Richter said, 
adding that it "made Face- 
book's search feature feel bro¬ 
ken at times." 

"People told us that they 
found it confusing when they 
tried looking for someone who 
they knew personally and 
couldn't find them m search re¬ 
sults," he wrote, 'or when two 
people were m a Facebook 
Group and then couldn't find 
each other through search " 


Turkey seizes 346 
kg of heroin: official 


ANKARA (AFP) - Turkish 
drugs police seised 34 6 kilos 
(7b2 pounds) of heroin in Is¬ 
tanbul as part of a joint opera¬ 
tion with the National 
Intelligence Organisation, an 
official source said Friday. 

Authorities found die drugs 
in a vehicle m the suburb of 
Silivri after an operation ear¬ 
ned out in both Istanbul and 
Hakkati, an eastern town near 
the Iranian border. 

The authorities suspect the 
banned Kurdistan Workers' 
Party (PKK) of organising tire 
smuggling of the seized drugs 
from Iran to Europe, the offi¬ 
cial told AFP on condition of 
anonymity 

The authorities arrested 11 
people including one Iranian. 
Two were released after ques¬ 
tioning. 

Straddling Asia and Eu¬ 


rope, Turkey lies on several 
major smuggling routes and is 
the mam entry point for heroin 
on tire Europe air market. 

"The vast majority of 
heroin m the EU continues to 
transit through Turkey and is 
trafficked by Turkish (organ¬ 
ised ciime groups) from its ori¬ 
gin to destination markets," a 
2013 Europol report said. 

Tire UN's latest World Ding 
Report said that seven tonnes 
of heroin were seized in 
Turkey in 2011, a significant 
decline from previous years 
that the study said owes in part 
to increased law enforcement 
activity 

Turkey, which has recently 
attempted tD revive peace talks 
with tlie separatist Kurds, has 
chronically accused the PKK 
of deriving its funds from nar¬ 
cotics and people smuggling

Netherlands rejects parole for 
far-right leader's killer 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Tire 
man who killed flamboyant 
far-right Dutch politician Pirn 
Fortuyn more than a decade 
ago will not be released oil 
early parole, Dutch Deputy 
Justice Minister Fred Teeven 
satd on Friday. 

Volkert Van der Graaf 44, 
is serving an 13-year sentence 
for the 20 Q2 murder of the out¬ 
spoken and openly gay For¬ 
tuyn, an act that shattered the 
liberal Netherlands 1 image of 
itself as a unified and secure 
society 

" Ace ordm g t o advi ce... 
granting Van der G. parole 
would bring a risk of social un¬ 
rest, danger to himself and his 
family and the danger of the 
public order being seriously 
disturbed," Teeven said in a 
statement in The Hague. 

Te ev en c o nsul ted p oh. ce, 
the public prosecutor's office 
and the Dutch anti-terror and 
safety body, as well as For¬ 
tuyn's family before making 
his decision. 

Last week a Dutch justice 
advisory board said Van der 
Graaf should be granted a 
“controlled" early release, as 
die best way to reintegrate and 
prepare him for an eventual re¬ 
turn to society. 

Van der Graaf is eligible for 
parole early next year after 
serving two-thirds of Ins sen¬ 
tence and has asked tire state to 



rule on his re quest to push for¬ 
ward his release date 

Officials had warned how¬ 
ever that Van der Graaf s early 
release could reopen old 
wounds, given the widespread 
public anger that followed For¬ 
tuyn's assassination m atelevi- 
si on stati on c ar p ark on May 6, 
2002 

Van der Graafs risk "is en¬ 
hanced by the fact that he is 
known across tire country and 
therefore could not appeal'm 
public without being recog¬ 
nised", Teeven added 

"Should he get parole, it 
w T ouId come with heavy secu¬ 
rity arrangements and serious 
limitations on Ins movements," 
the justice ministry said nr a 
statement. 

Teeven however made a 
number of concessions to Van 
der Graaf saying Ins "freedom 
m detention" was being broad¬ 
ened 


This includes allowing him 
to contact Ins city council and 
bank, and the right to more 
regular visits. 

Van der Graaf will also be 
allowed to spend time in a spe¬ 
cial apartment within the 
prison where he can receive 
visitors overnight. He is al¬ 
lowed to stay there six times 
for a duration of up to bD hours 
each tune 

Van der Graaf shot the 
hugely popular - Fortuyn, 54, in 
the head days before elections 
in which the Pun Fortuyn List 
(LPF) party was expected to 
make major gams on the back 
of an anti-immigration ticket 

Widely seen as the forerun¬ 
ner of today's Freedom Party 
(PW) of controversial 
n ghtwin g p o hts d an G e ert 
Wilders, Fortuyn called Islam 
a "backward culture" and 
called for Dutch borders to be 
closed to immigration

Judge strikes down smoking ban in

New York State Supreme 
Court Justice George Ceresia 
ruled m their favor, declaring 
that the state parks agency had 
"extended their reach beyond 
interstitial rulemaking and into 
the realm of]egislating."

Canadian court upholds 
ban on euthanasia 


OTTAWA (AFP) - A court m 
Canada's westernmost British 
Columbia province upheld the 
nation's ban on euthanasia 
Thursday. 

In a two-to-one split deci¬ 
sion, the British Columbia 
Court of Appeal overruled a 
lower court's quashing of a 
part of the Criminal Code, 
saying it was bound by a high 
court ruling 20 years ago 
against doctor-assisted sui¬ 
cide. 

The ruling comes after a 
lower court struck down the 
ban last year, calling it dis¬ 
annul atory, di sp r op orti o nate 
and overbroad 

The federal government ap¬ 
pealed that ruling, arguing that 
the ban protected society's 
most vulnerable.

TOKYO (AFP) - Toyota on 
Friday unveiled the next gen¬ 
eral on of cars featuring an 
auto pilot system that will 
swerve to avoid collisions 
and also keep to the middle 
of the road, all without driv¬ 
ers touching the wheel 

The Japanese giant autos 
using the self-driving tech¬ 
nology could be available on 
the market m just a few years' 
time. 

"These advanced driving 
support technologies prevent 
human errors, reduce driving 
stress and help drivers avert 
accidents, which has a big 
potential to reduce the num¬ 
ber of traffic deaths," Toyota 
managing director Montaka 
Yashida said at a presentation 
m Tokyo. 

Leading automakers and 
technology firms, including 
Toyota rival Nissan and In¬ 
ternet giant Google, have 
been working on self-driving 
and assisted-driving technol¬ 
ogy for years. 

Toyota, the world's biggest 
automaker, said that, while 
drivers would still need to be 
alert and take partin the driv¬ 
ing process, it essentially lets 
them put the vehicle on auto¬ 
pilot, leaving most of the 
work to the computer system. 

The Automated Highway 
Driving Assist (AHDA) sys¬ 
tem lets vehicles communi¬ 
cate wirelessly to avoid 
running into each other while 
keeping the car in the middle 
of the road lane -- no matter

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Republicans: Good White House 
meeting but no deal yet 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican senators left the 
White House yesterday en¬ 
couraged by talks with Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama, but 
warned there was no deal yet 
to reopen tire government and 
avoid a debt default. 

Tire meeting came a day 
after House Republicans met 
Obama with a plan to ease the 
default threat by increasing US 
statutory borrowing authority 
for six weeks and sit down for 
fiscal talks as a precursor for 
ending the 11-day shutdown 

Obama has insisted he will 
not negotiate until Congress 
raises the debt ceiling and 
sends hundreds of thousands 
of furloughed workers b aek to 
work. 

“Most of us thought that it 
was a good meeting, but there 
was certainly no deal cut," 
Senator Jeff Flake told re¬ 
porters after the White House 
gathering 

Republicans want to see 
spending cuts tD help tame the 
country's outsized debt but the 
party is split over whether 
closing government or threat¬ 
ening a debt default is the right 
way to achieve die goal 

As members of the 4 b- 


strong Senate Republican dele¬ 
gation poured back into the US 
Capitol, several said the mee¬ 
ting marked a potentially sig¬ 
nificant step forward in ending 
the twin cris es that hav e ro eke d 
Washington and the nation. 

“I think we're on our way 
now to dealing with tins issue," 
Senator Bob Corker told re¬ 
porters, but lie stressed that the 
exact framework of a deal re¬ 
mained unclear 

Most Republicans agree 
that it is critical for the two 
sides to sat down for broader 
budget negotiations that ad¬ 
dresses spending on entitle¬ 
ment programs such as Social 
Security and Medicare. 

With House Republicans 
waiting to hear back from the 
White House, Senate Republi¬ 
cans presented a plan authored 
by centrist Senator Susan 
Collins that would raise the 
debt ceiling short-term and 
open government, but repeal a 
medical device tax that helps 
fund the president's landmark 
healthcare law 

Several conservatives have 
sought to make any funding 
deal contingent oil dismantling 
or delaying parts of so-called 
Gbamaeare, but Republican

France: IMF absence shows 
need for fixed Eurogroup chief 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
absence of the Dutch head of 
the Euro group from IMF an¬ 
nual meetings in Washington 
shows the need for a perma¬ 
nent chairman, French Finance 
Minister Pierre Moscovici said 
yesterday 

Dutch Finance Minister 
Jeroen Dijsselbloem, w r ho was 
to represent the group of euro¬ 
zone finance ministers at Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund 
meeting, was forced to cancel 
his trip Thursday to attend cru¬ 
cial austerity-budget talks at 
home. 

Moscoviei, whose own 
name has circulated for the 
post in the past, saidthatDijs- 
selbloem’s absence is why a 
permanent chief was needed. 

"Today the president of Eu¬ 
ro group is not in Washington, 
h ecause he has to lead very dif¬ 
ficult talks in his country," 
Moscovici said at the Council 
for Foreign Relations in Wash¬ 


ington 

"It's not a problem with 
him, he's a friend and he's 
doing the right job... But if we 
have a permanent minister of 
finance, tins question does not 
exist," he said. 

"We need to have that per¬ 
manent representative and a 
guy or a woman who can co or¬ 
dinate the action m Europe and 
especially in die eurozone," he 
told the Council for Foreign 
Relations, a US think tank 
In April, Moscovici had re¬ 
marked that die Euro group 
could function better, noting 
there was a sense of drifting in 
its management of the Cyprus 
hanking crisis and rescue 
Dij s s eibl o em, who has 

chaired the group since early 
2D 13, was criticized notably 
for suggesting that the solution 
of imposing heavy taxes on de¬ 
positors in Cyprus should be 
applied to other banking crises.

NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York City paid tribute Friday 
ta Eve police officers who 
died as a result of illness con¬ 
tracted while responding to 
the 9/11 attacks 12 years ago. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
and police chief Ray Kelly 
presided over the unveiling 
of a police memorial wall to 
which the names of the de¬ 
ceased officers were added 

The monument in Battery 
Park in southern Manhattan 
is close to the World Trade 
Center, which collapsed and 
where 2,753 people were 
killed in the attacks. 

Tlis five officers aged be¬ 
tween 40 and 5S died be¬ 
tween July 3011 and July 
2012, according to local au¬ 
thorities. 

B We owe each of them a 
tremendous debt of gratitude 
for then many years of ex¬ 
ceptional service as members 
of the police department," 
Kelly said. 

Around 55,000 people, in¬ 
cluding more than 50,000 
emergency service personnel, 
have contracted illnesses, 
p arti rail arly br eathing and 
skm conditions, as a result of 
responding to the Al-Qaeda 
hijackings in New York, 
Washington and Pennsylva¬ 
nia. 

They are treated under the 
World Trade Center Health 


Program, which looks after 
those who responded to the 
attacks and survivors in the 
New York disaster area.

Villota, she was the first 
Spanish female to enter the 
sport when she joined the 
Marti55ia team m 2012 as a 
test driver 

However, just four months 
later De Villota suffered se¬ 
vere injuries, including the 
loss of her light eye in a crash 
while testing at Dux ford Air¬ 
field in Cambridgeshire. 

The news has shocked the
